Meeting on Berlin Crisis. 

Mr. Kennedy's meet with 
McCloy and Secretary State 
Dean Rusk was one of two major 
foreign policy sessions on his 
calendar today. The other was 
a late afternoon meeting of the 
National Security Council re- 
portedly called to deal with plans 
for meeting Russia's. threats 
against West Berlin. Rusk and 
other policy makers were sum- 
moned to the NSC session. 

The last such meeting on Ber- 
lin came two weeks ago. At 
that time Mr. Kennedy assigned | _ 
Rusk, Secretary of Defense 
Robert S. McNamara and other 
Administration executives vari- 
ous aspects of the Berlin crisis. 
They were told to come up wit 
plans and recommendations for 
meeting the Soviet challenge.

Jackson county, including 
Kansas City, will have four, the 
same as before. 

The metropolitan districts will 
have an average population of 
138,420, and the outstate dis- 
tricts an average of 118,080, com- 
pared with an average of 127,- 
053 for all 34 districts. 

The St. Louis districts will 
have an average population of 
| 125,090, those in St. Louis county 
140,605, and those in Jackson 
county 155,683. 

Under the state constitution no 
district population can be more 
than 25 per cent above or below 
the average for all districts. 

Within metropolitan areas the 
district lines will be set by local 
authorities. In St. Louis this will 
be done by the Board of Election 
Commissioners, in St. Louis 
county by the County Council and 
in Jackson county by the County 
Court. Qutstate, the districts 
were fixed by the commission, 

All in City Democratic. 

As the districts are viewed by 
the commission, all in St Louis 
would be Democratic. Normal- 
ly the. Republicans can expect 
to elect one or two Senators in 
St. Louis county and one in 
Jackson county, Outstate, it is 
expected that 10 districts will 
be Democratic, seven Republi- 
can and two marginal.

"JEFFERSON CITY, July 13— 
A senatorial district assigned to 
St. Louis county today is repre- 
sented by a resident of St. Louis, 
Senator T. D. McNeal of the old 
St. Louis Seventh District. 


The redistricting plan will be 
in effect for next year’s elec- 
tions, but only for even-num- 
bered districts. McNeal was 
elected last year for four years, 
= and he can serve out the term 
regardless of where the district 
is placed. 

The number of St. Louis sena< 
torial districts was reduced from 
to six because of the loss in city 
reported in the 1960 
census. The redistricting com- 
mission assigned the. Seventh 
District to St. Louis county,

The bill would revise and co- 
ordinate the hodgepodge of laws 
that have been enacted in the 
fast 100 years on the relation- 
ship between government ol- 
ficials and outside interests. 

One new provision would ban 
permanently any ex-government 
official from participating direct- 
ly from a private firm in a trans- 
action in which he was sub- 
stantially involved when with 
the government. The current 
ban is two years. 

The Senate voted last night 
in favor of reviving an expired | 
law that allows adopted orphans | 
from other lands to imamnigreis | 
to the United States without re- 
gard to quotas. It approved, 
68 to 12, a two-year extension 
of the alien orphan adoption 
program as part of another bill. 
Final action was put off until 
Friday. The extension faces an 
uncertain future in the House. 

Curb on Co-operatives. 

The House Ways and Means 
Committee tentatively approved 
yesterday legislation designed to 
change the law which permits 
some co-operatives to escape 
some taxes. The legislation would 
require that co-operatives, other 
than farm co-operatives, issue 
script redeemable in cash within 
90 days to avoid paying taxes on 
business earnings. Co-operatives 
members receiving the scrip 
would pay income tax on it. 

Farm co-ops could issue sim- 
ilar scrip or obtain their mem- 
bers’ consent each year to with- 
hold earnings and issue non-re- 
deemable scrip instead.

The law 
was aimed at Alger Hiss, a State 
Department official convicted of 
perjury for denying he gave gov- 
ernment secrets to Communist 
agents. Under it, many federal 
employes were denied pensions 
because of offenses having noth- 
ing to do with national security. 

Attorney General Robert F. 
Kennedy said yesterday the 
problem of juvenile delinquency 
will be beyond solution in 10 
years if «» nation-wide attack on 
it is not started at once. 

Testifying before a House edu- 
cation subcommittee, Kennedy 
called for a tightly co-ordinated 
campaign by federal, state and 
local authorities to isolate the 
causes of delincuency and seek 
means of contro ling it.

National production had 
dropped from a peak yearly rate 
of 505 billion dollars in the sec- 
ond quarter of 1960 to a low of 
500 billion dollars in the first 
quarter of this year. The new 
record yearly rate is 7 billion 
dollars more than the pre-reces- 
sion high. 

The Kennedy Administration 
expects to publish the production 
figures next week. 

Bigger Gain Than Expected. 

The business upturn is moving 
at a faster pace than the Admini- 
stration had expected. The 
Council of Economic Advisers 
had looked for a new production 
record in the second quarter but 
had thought the total would be 
below the 510-billion-dollar mark. 

Administration economists are 
quick to stress, however, that un- 
employment held at just below

“It is dangerous and undiplo- 
matic to discuss in public what 
one plans,’’ he said. 

Adenauer indicated he did not 
think the future was all black. 
He said’ he would be back in 
Berlin again and said there 
probably would be discussions 
with the Soviets after delivery 
of Western Allied notes on Berlin 
and Germany. The notes are 
scheduled to go to Moscow next 
week, 

Adenauer re-emphasized his 
rejection of a neutralized Ger- 
many, 

‘Neutralization of Germany 
would mean Germany’s end,”’ 
he said. “I wish to state this 
with clarity and I mean it.”’ 

He added that neutralization of 
Germany would mean a “‘tre- 
mendous strengthening’’ of the 
Soviet Union. 

“Neither the continental pow- 
ers nor the United States could 
agree to German neutralization,” 
he said. ‘‘Neutralization would 
result in a tremendous change 
of balance.” 

Adenauer renewed the West 
German offer of food for East 
Germany, which the Communists 
have turned down although there 
are reported serious shortages in 
the east zone. 

Adenauer Reception. 

Defying the Communist threats, 
Adenauer displayed West Ger- 
many’s confident mood at a for- 
mal reception last night. 

The reception followed his tour 
of the city and talks with Mayor 
Willy Brandt, his opponent in 
the September national elections. 

In a communique the two 
leaders reaffirmed five principles 
agreed on in Adenauer’s last 
visit to the city in January 1960: 

1. The Western powers have 
a right to be in West Berlin. 

2. The legal, financial and 
economic ties between West 
Berlin and West Germany are 
the basis for the city’s free- 
dom. 

3. Free access to West Ber- 
lin must not’ be restricted. | 

4. No international agree- | 
ment on Berlin should contra- 
dict the clear wishes of its | 
people. 

5. West Berlin must continue 
to be the meeting place for 
Germans. 

Adenauer and Brandt discussed 
the proposed holding of a plebi- 
scite in West Berlin on the city’s 
future. They said there could be 
no agreement on West Berlin 
without the approval of its 2,200,- 
000 inhabitants. 

The joint statement of Ade- 
mauer and Brandt paralleled the 
assertion by De Gaulle last night | 
that the West would not yield to 
Soviet pressures.

ORLANDO, Fla., July 13 (AP)

mail fraud case against Team- 
sters Union president James R 
Hoffa and two other men. 

Judge Joseph P. Lieb threw 
out the case against Hoffa, 
Henry Lower and Robert E. Mc- 
Carthy Jr. on the ground that 
the grand jury which returned 
the indictment against the three 
last year at Orlando was im- 
properly selected. This was the 
main argument of defense at- 
torneys. 

In Washington, Attorney Gen- 
eral Robert F. Kennedy noted in 
a statement that Judge Lieb’s 
decision did not involve the 
merits of the charges. He said 
the Department of Justice could 
either appeal from the decision 
or submit the charges to a new 
grand jury, and added 

“We will make a determina- 
tion very shortly. If we decide 
to resubmit the case to a new 
grand jury, we would hope that 
the selection can be carried out 
expeditiously so that the case 
could be brought to trial and 
judged on its facts with the least 
possible delay." 

Pre-Kennedy Action. 

In giving Kennedy’s statement 
to reporters, a department 
spokesman commented that the 
indictment voided by Judge Lieb 
had been obtained before the 
present Administration took of- 
fice. 

Lieb said in a 13-page decision 
that state lists which excluded 
women and persons not. regis- 
tered to vofe were used to make 
up the jury panel.

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NUMBER TESTED 
FOR PEACE CONPS 
NEAR 3400 MARK’ 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of The Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, July 13 — The | 


number of volunteers taking | 


Peace Corps entrance examina- 
tions today and tomorrow will | 
be enough to meet President | 
Kennedy’s goal of sending be | 
tween 500 and 1000 Corpsmen 
abroad by the end of this year, 
officials predicted. 

Dr. Nicholas Hobbs, Peace 
Corps director of selection, esti- 
mated yesterday that 500 young 
man and women will take the 
tests. 

This would bring the pool of 
those tested but not yet assigned 
to projects to about 3400. 

From this group more than 
400 recruits will be needed to 
fill eight new projects that the 
Corps hopes to have under way 
by the end of 1961. So far about 
144 recruits have been chosen 
for three other projects for 
which training has been started. 

Some Peace Corps officials, 
speaking privately, expressed 
concern over the size of the pool 
of recruits for coming missions. 
They said there are impending | 
shortages in a number of cate- 
gories, including agricultural 
workers, surveyors and engi- | 
neers and secondary school 
teachers. 

Lower Standards Suggested. 

They suggested that ®* might 
become necessary for the Corps 
to lower its high standards gov- 
erning recruits or to delay some 
projects that it hoped to start 
this year. 

This prospect was rejected by 
both Hobbs and Thomas H. E. 
Quimby, recruitment director 
for the Peace Corps. Both ex- | 
pressed confidence that the | 
Corps would not be hampered in | 
fillmg overseas missions this | 
year. | 

They acknowledged that the | 
corps’ ratio of prospects to re | 
cruits has not been as high as. 
the 10-to-l proportion recom. | 
mended by some private agencies | 
as essential to obtaining top- 
notch people for overseas assign- 
ments. Depending on the number | 
finally placed overseas, the | 
corps’ ratio will range from | | 
about 4-to-1 to 8-to-1 this year. 

Quimby said the caliber of | 
those who have applied to the 
Peace Corps is so high it has not 
been necessary to have as many | 
applicants for each position as | 
some other agencies seek. 

Recruiting Campaign. 

Eight Peace Corps representa- | 
tives have been visiting labor and | 
farm meetings and college sum- | 
mer sessions the last week in a | 
brief recruiting campaign in ad- | 


vance of today’s examinations. | 


A similar recruiting effort was | 
carried out in May. 

The current recruiting program | 
is the last contemplated in con- | 
nection with overseas missions 
that are expected to be started 
this year. 

Quimby pointed out, however, | 
that a special recruitment pro-— 
gram could be started at any 
time if it were felt necessary. A 
major recruiting effort is planned 
to begin in October to line up 
students who would become avail- 
able for Peace Corps projects at 
the end of the school year next 
‘June. 


Training has been started for | 
missions to be sent to Ghana, | 
Colombia and Tanganyika. Other 
Peace Corps groups are to be | 
sent to the Philippines, St. Lucia | 
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and Chile, although training has | |

BILLS 10 BOOS 
PRICE - RIGGING 
FINES OFFERED 


WASHINGTON, July 13 (AP)— 
Bills to strengthen penalties for 
price-rigging and other 
trust law violations were intro- 
duced today in Congress. 

Legislation is aimed at top 
corporate executives who wink 
at violations by subordinates and 
actual participants in illegal ac- 
tivities. 

The measures were introduced 
in the House by Representative 
Emanuel Celler (Dem.), 
York, chairman of the House Ju- 
diciary Committee. Senator 
Estes Kefauver (Dem.), Tennes- 
see, chairman of the Senate anti- 
trust subcommittee, had planned 
to introduce them at the same 
time in the Senate, but it does 
not meet until tomorrow. 

Kefauver and Celler said in a 
joint statement one basic prob- 
lem is that “‘the present money 
fines are so small that a-corpo- 
ration that gets caught violating 
the anti-trust laws can simply 
write them off as a business | 
expense.” | 

Fines Up to $500,000. 

Two of the bills provide for | 
increased penalties for Sherman 
act violations, now subject to 
fines up to $50,000 or one year 
in jail, or both. 

One of the measures would in- 
crease the maximum fine for a 
single violation to $100,000 and 
to $500,000 in cases where a cor- 
poration is convicted twice with- 
in 10 years of violating the same 
section of the law. 

In addition, it provides for a 
mandatory jail sentence of up to | 
one year as well as a fine for | 
individuals similarly convicted | 
of a second offense. 

A second bill provides even’ 
stiffer penalties for violations of | 
laws on price fixing and alloca- 
tion of markets. | 

Even for one violation, a cor-. 


poration could be fined $500,000) . 


and individuals up to $100,000 and | 
sent to jail for as long as one 
year. 

A third bill, Kefauver said, 
would take a long step toward | 
preventing what he termed the 

“calculated ignorance”’ of highly- | 
placed corporate executive about | 
anti-trust violations “going on 
right under their noses. | 

Change in Clayton Act. 

It would amend the Clayton 
act to require corporate officers | 
who know or have reason to be- | 
lieve that anti-trust violations | 
are taking place in their com- 
pany to stop them on to report 
to ‘a corporate -official with au- 
thority to put a halt to them. 

Failure to take such action, 
Kefauver said, would be regard- 
ed as approval of the violations | 
and the officers would be punish- | 
able just as though they had vio- 
lated the law themselves. 

A fourth bill would require 
bidders on government contracts 
to certify that their bids were 
arrived at independently and 
without collusion if, within the 
last two years, they had sub- 
mitted any bids identical with 
those of competitors. | 

Kefauver said that if identical | 
bids were the result of agree- 
ment by competitors, the Gov-| 
ernment would be able to prose- | 
cute not only under the Sherman | 
act but also under the false! 
statement provision of the fed- | 
eral criminal code. |

Gen. Chai Myung-shin, | 
chairman of the inspection com- 
mittee of the military govern- 
ment, announced his committee 
had filed criminal suits against 
Chang and 16 others, including 
three of Chang’s cabinet ministers |

Chai said the 16 were involved 
in bribes and misappropriations 
totaling $95,000.

ments.

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Pakistan President's Speech 
To Congress Gives Kennedy's 
Foreign Aid Program Big Boost 


Blunt Warning Against Communist 
Take-Over Regarded as Best Argu- 
ment to Date for Passage of Admin- 
istration’s Long-Range Proposal.

WASHINGTON, July 13. 


PRESIDENT KENNEDY’S CHANCES of getting his foreign 


aid program through a reluctant Congress improved noticeably | 


after a bluntly eloquent address to a joint session by Pakistan's 
President Mohammad Ayub Khan yesterday. 


His frank concession that 
economic development aid meant 
the difference between life and 
death for Pakistan and all newly 
independen. nations was ac- 
knowledged by the legislation’s 
supporter. and opponents as the 
most powerful argument heard to 
date for passage of the Presi- 
dent’s long-range program. 

The visitor’s characterization 


of the controversial legislation | 


as “a real whipping. horse’”’ 


coupled with his admonition that | 
“you'd better not get tired of it’’ | 


was regarded as a masterpiece 
of timing it. Congress and among 
Administration officials. 

Ayub’s extemporaneous talk 
followed a White House an- 
nouncement that President Ken 
nedy planned a series of talks 
with members of the House and 
Senate foreign policy committees 
considering his program. There 
was speculation that the Presi- 
dent might have encouraged his 
visitor to speak as he did. 


“THE PRESIDENT feels very 
strongly about the great need 
for enactment of the legislation,”’ 
the White House press office ex- 
plained. ‘‘He’s looking for their 
views and at the same time try- 
ing to communicate to them his 
views on the absolute necessity 
of a foreign aid program along 
the lines he recommended to 
Congress.” 

Although much the same argu- 
ment has been made by Admin- 
istration officials from the Presi- 
dent down, their testimony did 
not have the impact carried by 
Avub’s statement that Pakistan 
would be a Communist satellite 
in 15 or 20 years unless it was 
able to meet the needs of its 
people. 

“It sure was a _ vote-getting 
speech as far as foreign aid is 
concerned,”’ said Representative 
Ed Edmundson (Dem.), Oklaho- 
ma. “I heard one member say 
that even (Thomas E.) Doc Mor- 
gan (chairman of the House 
Foreign Affairs Committee) 
could not have put it so effec- 
tively.”’ 

Senator Hugh Scott (Rep.), 
Pennsylvania, said the Pakistani 
President had proved himself 
“the best witness for passage of 
President Kennedy's foreign aid 
program yet heard at the Capi- 
tol.” He described the talk as 
the most impressive and candid 
performance he had heard in 20 
years of public life. 

SPEAKER Sam Rayburn, al- 
ways reluctant to estimate the 
effect of any speech on congres- 
sional votings tendencies, told 
reporters that “it was a speech 
of great courage and. great 
logic.”” He added: ‘‘I think they 
need and deserve help from us.” 

At a luncheon given by con- 
gressional leaders for the visit- 
ing chief of state, the Speaker 
remarked that ‘‘ no country in 
' this world deserves the help of 
the people of the United States 
more than your country does.” 
He predicted that the aid Paki- 
stan would receive under the 
new program would be satisfac- 
tory to that country. 

Senator J. W. Fulbright, chair- 
man of the Foreign Relations 
Committee, spoke gvardedly of 
the effect of the speech. Asked 
whether he thought it would win 
votes for the President’s pro- 
gram, he said, “I suppose it 
will have some effect, but 


countries involved.”’ 
FULBRIGHT, jong an advocate 
of massive aid to India, said he 
liked President Ayub’s frankness 
but hoped Administration offi- 
cials would be equally frank in 
talking to the Pakistan leader.

Developing Kirkwood 

The Post-Dispatch does a real 
service to the county in its editorial 
“Go Slow in Meacham Park.” It 
draws attention, however, only to 
*‘Meacham Park, an enclave of Ne- 
gro settlers in an unincorporated 
district south of Kirkwood.’ The 
activity of the Land Clearance Au- 
thority in the Kirkwood area is even 
wider and more open to censure 
for the planned misuse of an au- 
thority which was originally intend- 
ed only to improve sub-standard liv- 
ing conditions. 


Last week, we attended a joint 
meeting of the Kirkwood Home 
Owners’ Protective Organization 
with members of the Land Clear- 
ance Authority in which the former 
were protesting against plans for 
redeveloping two areas in Kirkwood, 
the Monroe Development and the 
Fillmore Area. 


In the Monroe Development, 39 
sub-standard homes are to be re- 
placed and an additional apartment 
built to house 90 families. 


This can mean only two things— 
either that someone feels an apart- 
ment in this area would be a good 
investment, or that there is an idea 
of moving colored families from 
another development into the Mon- 
roe area. 


Either idea is repugnant to the 
present families in this location for 
one very simple reason. If land in 
this location is filled to capacity 
with any sort of dwellings, it ex- 
cludes any possibility of future col- 
ored families building single-family 
residences in one of the two places 
of any acreage in Kirkwood still 
owned by colored. 


The apartments in the Monroe 
area will be offered at $85 to $125 
a month. Since this is prohibitive 
to anyone now living in this area, 
isn’t it a little unrealistic to build 
such a building at all? For whom 
is it being built? We had supposed 
that the law was originally planned 
to offer aid and comfort to the pres- 
ent residents of the area. 

The second development area, 
known as the Fillmore Develop- 
ment, has an even more cynical ap- 
proach. Here roughly 50 per cent 
of the existing area is to be allotted 
to light industry or commercial use 
and small apartments which will 
rent for $45 or $50 a month. Again, 
anyone knows that such a rental 
will mean only one-room apart- 
ments, and who can live decently in 
one room but one person—or at the 
outside two? What of the families 
that want the privacy of a small 
house? Some of the homes in the 
Fillmore area have been in the 
hands of the same families for gen- 
erations and without the help of 
any agency have been steadily up- 
graded. 

Kirkwood needs an increased tax 
base. Is it to be gained at the cost 
in decent living space for only one 
segment of our population? Remem- 
ber, these are no areas of great 
blight such as we saw in the city. 
There is no problem of delinquency 
stemming from either section of 
Kirkwood. There is just what seems 
to be a very cold and calculating 
land grab. It is shocking to think 
that Kirkwood’s proud white citi- 
zens can watch this happen.

Soviet Nationalism 


Premier Khrushchev raises an entirely false 
issue when, continuing his attack upon the 
United Nations, he says the Soviet Union 
would rely on force to resist any decision by 
the U.N. which threatened its national security. 

The issue is false because the Soviets, along 
with the other great powers, already possess 
through the veto power the ability to prevent 
the U.N. Security Council from taking action 
that threatens their security. As for the Gen- 
eral Assembly, it has no power to act at all, 
but only to recommend action by the member 
nations. The Soviets, therefore, are in no 
danger of having to resist the U.N. by force. 
In raising the ancient bogeys of national sov- 
ereignty to justify his demand for reorganiza- 
tion of the U.N. secretariat, Khrushchev is 
talking beside the point. 

His performance ought to be especially en- 
lightening to the uncommitted nations to which 
he ostensibly appeals. These nations, not 
being great powers with special veto privi- 
leges in the U.N., do not enjoy the same im- 
munity as Russia, Britain, France or the 
United States. If the great powers agreed 
on a course of action, the U.N. Security Coun- 
cil could coerce these other nations with full 
legality, even on a matter of threatening their 
national security. 


So it is to the interest of the new, small 
and uncommitted nations to build a U.N. or- 
gannization that will be truly international in 
spirit and operations, and not a mere front 
for great-power manipulation. Surely they 
must see that it is precisely at this point that 
Khrushchev opposes them. By attempting to 
destroy the independence and integrity of the 
secretariat, by seeking to substitute a three- 
headed organization in which day-to-day oper- 
ations could be vetoed by the Soviets, the 
West or the representative of the neutral na- 
tions, he is trying to make the U.N. a slave 
of national ambitions. Anything the neutrals 
might gain by sharing this new veto power 
would be far over-balanced by what they lost 
in the reduction of the U.N. to a shadow of 
the contending power blocs. 

The U.N. is far from perfect, and there is 
no question that it has been used on occasion 
by both the Communists and the West as an 
instrument of national policy. But the remedy 
is not more of the same. Rather it is, as Sec- 
retary of State Rusk said in an address this 
week, “getting on with the building of the 
world community designed by the Charter.” 
The Russians have never joined this commu- 
nity in fact as well as in form, he said. What 
are they afraid of? If they are as confident 
of the superiority of their system as they 
claim, they would have nothing to lose by par- 
ticipation in a genuine world community. In- 
deed peaceful coexistence must mean, if it 
means anything, the acceptance of interna- 
tional institutions which are dominated by 
neither power bloc, but express a vigorous 
independent life of their own, transcending 
national lines and ideological differences. 


Is Khrushchev fooling anybody when he 
masks his assault on the U.N. charter as a 
mere determination to avoid submitting to 
the will of Western “imperialism”? The West 
is today less influential in the enlarged U.N. 
than it ever was. It is far readier to accept 
all the implications of truly international re- 
sponsibility than it ever was. Until the Soviets 
can say the same, it is the West and not Mos- 
cow that stands behind the true interests of 
the uncommitted nations. 


Whittaker Chambers 


Why should Whittaker Chambers wish to 
keep his death hidden from the world until 
his body had been cremated and the ashes 
consigned to an undisclosed place? The an- 
swer to that might illumine the conspiratorial 
nature of this one-time Communist who turned 
informer and sent Alger Hiss to the peniten- 
tiary for perjury . . . and incidentally gave 
Richard Nixon the issue on which he became 
nationally prominent. Despite the millions 
of words written about the Hiss case, those 
who have studied it remain convinced the 
whole story—particularly that part involving 
the personal relationship of Chambers and 
Hiss—has not been told. Did Chambers per- 
haps leave some legacy in writing that would 
shed additional light on this fascinating sub- 
ject? If not; the haunting suspicion that 
somewhere in the background there were un- 
disclosed faets may never be allayed. 


Military Needs for Today 


It is encouraging to know that Congress 
stands ready to make any additional defense 
appropriations that may be warranted. But 
while the re-examination which President 
Kennedy has ordered for this country’s mili- 
tary needs may call for more funds, it is un- 
likely that their effect will be felt in less than 
three years. 


It is a mistake to believe that Premier 
Khrushchev’s present fulminations will be 
dealt with if an extra billion or two is voted 
for weapons that will take years to produce. 
What would be far more impressive would be 
to put the arsenal and its attendants in the 
best immediate order without clanging of po- 
tential weapons. While President Kennedy’s 
re-examination could show that additions are 
necessary for the future, it also should serve 
to remind us that immediate improvements 
could be made without extra appropriations. 


New looks at and searching studies of the 
Defense Department have been going on for 
years and Defense Secretary McNamara has 
had so many surveys made that he should be 
well informed. Apparently the same old trou- 
ble persists—suitable action seldom follows 
a report. 

Under the Eisenhower Administration, de- 
spite the reports urging modernization of the 
Army, little was done to prepare it for brush- 
fire wars. The badly needed new weapons 
are just now beginning to trickle from fac- 
tories. As Senator Douglas and others have 
said, the two glaring weaknesses in defense 
are “the slowness in getting improved weap- 
ons and the waste in manpower.” The Army, 
for instance, lists only 60 per cent of its 856,- 
200 men as combat and combat-support troops.’ 
Soviet Russia has a far higher proportion of 
its soldiers assigned to combat duties. 


The nation’s military reserves, which are 
intended to be quickly available in an emer- 
gency, are not the bulwark they are supposed 
to be. A large part of them should be in a 
state of almost immediate readiness but re- 
cent statements from the Pentagon, follow- 
ing President Kennedy’s talk of increasing 
readiness, indicate there is confusion over 
how to attain it. 


Big appropriations are not the only answer. 


There is an urgent need to make sure that 
what is already available is whipped into a 
proper state of readiness. 


Hoffa on Ethics 


James R. Hoffa, president of the Teamsters 
Union, is not ordinarily looked on as one of 
the great leaders of ethical thought. It was 
more than usually interesting, therefore, to 
hear him respond to questions in a panel dis- 
cussion as to whether he considers there is 
such a thing as a standard of ethical conduct, 
and, if so, what his may be. Here is his answer: 


I question whether or not any three men would 
be able to agree on what morality is the stand- 
ard that fits each one of them. . . . The Con- 
gress of United States—that’s a matter of rec- 
ord—discussed this question and finally came to 
a conclusion, that they did not know how to 
draft a code of ethics for the Congressmen and 
Senators of United States, and one of the most 
respected Senators said it would be a farce to 
place in the law a code of ethics when many of 
us would disagree as to what was ethical or not 
ethical. . . . I have read with interest the news- 
paper editorials on the question of ethics, and I 
find that there’s a great disagreement between 
the editors, between the men who own news- 
papers, as to what is ethical, and find that you 
had to hire a czar, in the movie industry, for 
instance, had to have a czar in the television 
industry to determine what is ethical, what isn’t 
ethical. . . . I say to you, . . . live by the 
record, check your conscience, whether or not 
it’s such that you're satisfied that your conduct 
is proper and good for those who surround you 
and for those that you represent. 


These words, semi-coherent though they 
are, supply a fascinating insight into the mind 
of a man who has become the most powerful 
leader of organized labor in the world. Mr. 
Hoffa evidently believes that the television 
and motion picture industries have czars to 
regulate their ethics. The fundamentals on 
which civilized peoples generally agree about 
ethical principles seem to have escaped him 
entirely. He is preoccupied with whatever 
points of difference divide individuals in their 
ethical standards, and regards them as the 
whole body of thought on the subject, a chaos 
of conflicting opinions in which no three 
persons could reach agreement in any area. 


He presents this exaggeratedly bleak pic- 
ture of the human conscience, furthermore, 
as though he were rather more glad of it than 
not, as if it were in some way an answer 
which fended off his critics and put them on 
the defensive against him. 


For distortion of information, sloppiness of 
thinking and meagerness of outlook, the long 
paragraph we have quoted from Mr. Hoffa’s 
comments on ethics would seem to set some 
kind of record. Plainly, checking one’s con- 
science, the only touchstone Mr. Hoffa offers, 
is not always enough..A good deal depends on 
whether the conscience was worth checking 
in the first place. 


Hold Out for Fairness 


The Missouri Senatorial Apportionment 
Commission is cheating St. Louis county and 
Jackson county to benefit rural outstate. The 
Commission has allocated six seats to St. 
Louis, which is fair enough. But the five 
assigned St. Louis county and the four for 
Jackson county should have been increased 
by one each. Outstate is entitled to only 17 
seats, not the 19 the Commission provided. 


With 34 senatorial seats and a state-wide 
population of 4,319,813, each Senator ideally 
should represent 127,053 persons. Under the 
Commission’s allocation, the average popula- 
tion represented by each Senator ‘is: 


St. Louis (6) 125,000 
St. Louis county (5) © 140,700 
Jackson county (4) 155,600 
Outstate (19) 118,080 


This ignores basic equity and the obvious 
trend of population away from the farms and 
into the metropolitan areas. By the time of 
the next reapportionment 10 years from now 
the Commission’s error will have been sub- 
stantially magnified. 


Again productive and rapidly growing 
urban areas have been treated as step-chil- 
dren by the entrenched rural politicians. 


Fire and Low-Speed Crashes 


Fire fighting trucks ready on the scene and 
good luck were largely responsible for the es- 
cape of 106 of the 122 persons aboard the jet 
airliner which crashed Tuesday at Denver's 
Stapleton Airfield. Had the pilot not sent word 
he was having trouble with his hydraulic 
brake lines or had the plane been a piston- 
engined. craft using gasoline instead of kero- 
sene, the loss of life probably would have 
been far heavier. 


But city officials admitted they had long 
been worried because Denver lacks adequate 
fire-fighting equipment te cope with such 
situations involving the huge jet aircraft. An 
airport safety survey made by the Air Line 
Pilots Association revealed last March that 
only 8 per cent of commercial airports certi- 
fied by the Civil Aeronautics Board had prop- 
er fire and rescue equipment. With 100 air- 
ports in this country expected to be serving 
jetliners in the next several years, the Nation- 
al Fire Protection Association estimates that 
$15,000,000 should be spent to bring the fields 
up to proper standards. The National Aeronau- 
tics and Space Administration laboratory is 
perfecting a fire prevention system employ- 
ing inertia switches which would activate on 
impact, spraying water on key areas. 

Statistics show that fire after impact is the 
most irequent cause of death in low-speed 
crashes. It is clear that airports and plane 
manufacturers face an urgent safety problem.

Committee Urges President to Offer New Test-Ban Proposal; Warns Against Testing 


A Letter to President Kennedy 
From the National Committee 
for a Sane Nuclear Policy 


Dear President Kennedy: 


Because the National Committee for 
a Sane Nuclear Policy was organized 
(in 1957) to help mobilize public opin- 
ion for the cessation of nuclear tests 
by all nations, we find it necessary to 
communicate with you again at this 
time. 


We feel that the test-ban treaty, as 
tabled by the United States and the 
United Kingdom on April 18 in Geneva, 
is a fair and work- 
able document 
which enhances hu- 
man survival and 
safeguards the na- 
tional interest of 
our country and of 
Russia. In the light 
of the problems 
continuing in Geneva, we make the 
following policy suggestions: 

1. We urge that your Administration 
continue to negotiate at Geneva with 
great patience and not resume nuclear 
tests except under U.N. control (or sur- 
veillance by the U.K. and U.S.S.R.). 
We are impressed by your patience 
on this issue as we are impressed by 
the disastrous human, political and 
military consequences to the United 
States and any nation resuming nuclear 
tests. New tests by one nation will 
mean resumed tests by all nuclear na- 
tions and this will speed up the arms 
race, enlarge the nuclear club, make 
accidental war more possible, aggra- 
vate international tensions, and severe- 
ly damage the climate for negotiations. 

2. While we deeply regret what ap- 
pears to be a loss of interest by the 
Russians in concluding a_ test-ban 
treaty, we suggest that the United 
States offer now, as it has in the past, 
opportunities to Russia for compro- 
mises which would meet their real or 
imagined fears and yet not jeopardize

Bargaining Points on Berlin SHOW AT MUSEUM, 


Works From 15 Countries 


—Other Displays in 
St. Louis Area.

Printing techniques are pushed 
to remarkable lengths in a show 
of works from 15 countries, 
opening today at the City Art 
Museum. The 50 or so prints, 
most of them in several colors, 
were selected from the Cincin- 
nati Art Museum’s 1960 Inter- 
national Biennial of Prints, 
which was probably the most 
important and comprehensive 
show of graphics ever assem- 
bled in this country. 
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The display includes work by | 
several widely known painters— | 
Arp, Chagall, Dubuffet and Har- | 
tung of France, Minguzzi, Music | 


and Santomaso of Italy, Appel 
of The Netherlands, Spain’s 
Miro, Switzerland’s Giacometti, 
and Stanley William Hayter, the 
British artist now living in 
France. Hayter is to printmak- 
ing approximately what Picasso 
is to painting. 

Virtuosity in the print medium 
has progressed to the point 
where some prints closely re- 
semble paintings in their free- 
flowing colors, their definition 
of forms in color rather than 
in line, and even in impasto ef- 
fects. Christian Kruck of Ger- 
many has almost done a paint- 
‘ing in his “Sunset, Adriatic,” a 
‘color lithograph with a yellow 
‘sun done in large scale over a 
‘blue and purple sea. 
| Hayter’s ‘‘Medusa,” 
‘matching a skillfully brushed 
painting in its graduation of 
'tone, maintains a_ distinctive 
print character in its writhing 
line seen in deep values of blue. 
It is a three-color etching, with 
all three colors printed simul- 


taneously. They are laid down | 
in separate strata of a deeply | 


cut plate, a technique that Hay- 
ter has developed with spectac- 
‘ular success, 


Jose’ Luis Galicia of Spain is

‘color contrasts and its sharply 
patterned forms. Zulema Dami-

All in all, it is a show of im- 
posing stature, one that would 
reward repeated visits. It runs 
through Aug. 25.

ONE LEGEND is that on mov- 
ing into the Elysee, the General 
and Madame De Gaulle tact- 
fully, quietly, eased out of their 
jobs every person on the do-

—who hati been divorced. The 
General, a good Catholic, did 
not think it proper that he and 
his family should be served by a 
divorced person. 

What does De Gaulle believe 
in most? First, of course, 
France. Second, himself, but as 
a symbol of France. 

What does he want most? To 
restore France to indisputably 
accepted status as a first-class 
power, which it has not been 
since Munich. This is why he has 
been such a thorn in the flesh of 
NATO and why he has insisted 
that France shall have its own 
nuclear deterrent, 

What does he need most? Time. 
Yet he is over 70. 

What ‘are the chief sources of 
his power, aside from such obvi- 
ous personal qualities as endur 


ance, an extraordinary 
thind, and intelligence? 
. First, his “‘mystique,”’ or iden 
tity with the spirit of France. The 
leader, the cause, the nation 
have become one. He has a hand, 
it has been written, ‘“‘pure, sure 
dure.’” What Frenchman can re- 
sist him when he says that the 
three things that count most in 
leadership are ‘‘concision, precti- 
sion, decision’? 


NO MAN COULD BE more 
gnarled with ego,*but associated 
with this is a curious and alto- 
gether genuine humility. The 
French are not given much to 
writing fan letters, but after the 
Algerian crisis he received some- 
thing like 5000 letters from citi- 
zens commending him and con- 
gratulating him on his return to 
power. He answered every one— 
longhand! 


logical 


He memorizés his speeches and 
can talk for an hour on the most 
difficult matters without depart- 
ing from his text by a jot or tit- 
tle, and for some inexplicable 
reason the French admire this. 
He is called a ‘‘cerveau” a 
brain. 


Finally, although De Gaullés 
demerits and defects are obvious, 
there can be little doubt about 
the extent of his contribution. Of 
few statesmen can it be said that 
they saved a country; Lincoln 
was one: Churchill is another: 
but De Gaulle goes them one bet- 
ter, in that he saved his country 
not once but twice in his lifetime 
—which must be one of the rar- 
est phenomena in history. Without 
De Gaulle there would have been 
no Free France in 1940; and with- 
out De Gaulle the country would 
probably have succumbed to civil 
war in.1958. Once Charles Andre 
Joseph Marie De Gaulle saved 
France from Germany, and more 
than once he saved it from itself.

Most Countries, Unlike U.S.,

NEW YORK, July 13 — As 
the United States worries about 
finding jobs for its 5,000,000 un- 
employed workers, the concern 
of most other industrialized 
countries is how to find enough 
workers to fill empty jobs. 

A world survey by correspond- 
ents of the New York Times 
shows the other economically de- 
veloped nations generally have 
avoided the high levels of job- 
lessness that began in the Unit-

Not the Rule

AT THIS SEASON of the year 
food shopping is not so much a 
matter of seeking bargains as of 
making decisions. The yields of 
field and orchard are ours from 
which to choose; few and far 
between are items which are so 
expensive that they pose a prob- 


lem. It is a time of bounty, to ie 


be enjoyed to the fullest. 


This is true not only of prod- | 3 


uce, but of meats as well. It 
has been several years since 
steaks were as reasonable as 
they are today; the low prices 
on chickens are making history; 
turkeys are a bargain. Bacon is 
an excellent value, but you may 
find prices up a bit on some cuts 
of pork, (Spareribs, for exam- 
ple, are high—naturally enough, 
since they are in such demand 
for barbecuing.) 

Prices on spring lambs are 
working downward; lamb is 
cheaper in comparison to other 
red meats than it has been for a 
long, long time. Veal is still too 
high to be attractive, but there 
are straws in the wind which in- 
dicate it may be more favorably 
priced within a couple of weeks.

priced in local fruit stands, 

Cantaloupes are in ample, but

We are at the very end of the 
Florida grapefruit season, with 
light shipments from California 
and Arizona taking over at high 
prices. 

Better not delay if. you want 
to put up any apricots; they are 
coming down the home stretch 
now but prices remain moderate. 

You may take your choice, 
at reasonable prices, of man- 
goes, nectarines (with some 
small ones bargains), Mexican 
sugar-loaf pineapples, strawber- 
ries, new apples and grapes.

Curry, a condiment compound- 
ed from about 16 spicy ingredi- | 
ents, is used so extensively in | 
Eastern cookery that it has | 
earned the title “‘salt of the Ori- | 
ent.” In American kitchens to- | 
day, just a dash of it is used to 
perk up many a dull dish and 
give it an Oriental flavor. 

A curry dish, complete with 
condiments and rice, actually is 
highly practical. It provides .a 
nourishing and hearty main 
course, and need not be expen- 
sive. For instance, lamb was 
used in this recipe because it is 
currently a fine buy. However, 
almost any kind of poultry, 
shellfish and many meats are 
suitable for curry making. 


The only other foods needed 
with the entree and accompani- 
ments are hot tea and a light 
dessert. For ease and speed, 
use packaged pre-cooked rice— 
then mold the rice attractively 
and surround it with lamb curry 
garnished with thin slices of 
watermelon rind. Serve side 
dishes of coconut, parsley and 
peanuts for a meal with true 
international flavor.

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Cleveland’s Coroner, Scientific Sleuth 


Samuel R. Gerber Has Built International Reputation as Expert on Murder and Identification

CLEVELAND, June 30. 

THE FOLKS at Scott, 0., a 
rural community of 300 popula- 
tion, were so happy to have a 
doctor in their midst that they 
promptly elected him mayor. 

However, most of his patients 
paid Dr. Samuel R, Gerber with 
sacks of potatoes and unplucked 
fryers. The honor of being mayor 
did not include a salary. 

His creditors insisted that the 
young physician pay for medical 
supplies and equipment with 
cash, rather than crops. So Dr. 
Gerber moved to the city and is 
now president of the American 
Academy of Forensic Science, a 
frequent lecturer at Scotland 
Yard, and an international au- 
thority on the solution of murder 
and medical mysteries with test 
tubes and commen sense. He has 
been coroner of Cuyahoga 
county, which embraces Cleve- 
land and 58 suburbs, for 25 years 
—a record. 

All this came about because 
economic necessity forced the 
youthful doctor to swap the un- 
paid mayoralty of Scott for a 
salaried job in the Cleveland 
Health Department. 

He was startled a few years 
later when an emissary of Burr 
Gongwer, then Democratic boss 
of Cleveland, offered him the 
party’s nomination for coroner. 

“How do you know I’m a 
Democrat?” Dr. Gerber asked. 

‘‘You're from the South, aren't 
you?’’ was the reply. 

Dr. Gerber, who was born near 
Baltimore, chuckled and ac- 
cepted the nomination. 

Ironically, the man now 
known as a nemesis of clever 
killers was under surveillance 
himself as a possible murder 
suspect during his first year in 
office. It was the bizarre case 
of ‘‘The Mad Butcher of Kings- 
bury Run.” 

The mad butcher was prob- 
ably one of the most brilliant 
and brutal fiends in the annals 
of American crime. In a three- 
year period, he—or could it be 
she?—strewed a dozen dismem- 
bered corpses through an iso- 
lated ravine near the Republic 
Steel plant. 

The torso murders ceased 
after the late Police Chief 
George Matowitz received an 
anonymous letter postmarked in 
Los Angeles which said, ‘‘You 
can rest easy now, as I have 
come out to California.’”” The 
letter boasted that experiments 
on “laboratory guinea pigs 
found on any public street’’ had 
produced discoveries that would 
benefit all mankind. 

Police questioned 9100 persons 
in their futile quest for the in- 
sane anatomist. Every medical 
student and doctor was consid- 
ered a suspect. For a time, Dr. 
Gerber himself was constantly 
shadowed by suspicious detec- 
tives. They ‘‘cleared’’ the new 
coroner because of his obviously 
determined efforts to identify 
the victims. 

Only two could be identified— 
and only because they had po- 
lice records and had been fin- 
gerprinted. This made Dr. Ger- 
ber an ardent advocate of volun-

tary fingerprinting of the entire 
population. 

His efforts to find names for 
the mad butcher's victims 
through such clues as _ tattoo 
marks, physical characteristics, 
teeth and scraps of clothing 
made Dr. Gerber an authority 
on identifying corpses. It pre- 
pared him for the day he vir- 
tually took command of Cleve- 
land. 


This was Oct. 20, 1944, when 
the storage tanks of the East 
Ohio Gas Co. on East Sixty- 
second street suddenly ex- 
ploded, In a flash, the tanks 
became huge flame throwers, 
spewing fiery destruction 
through a square mile of mod- 
est homes and light industrial 
plants. Men, women and chil- 
dren with singed faces were 
streaming through the streets 
when Dr. Gerber parked his 
car and walked into the zone 
of destruction. 


Manhole covers popped 
the air as tongues of flame 
erupted through the sewers. 
Housewives watched helplessly 
as fire crumbled homes that 
represented their life savings. 
Parents flailed at the flaming 
clothes of crying children. Con- 
fusion reigned in billows of 
black smoke as most of the 
city’s firefighting equipment 
rushed to the scene with sirens 
shrieking. 

There was no time for care- 
ful planning. Someone had to 
take command. Sam Gerber did. 
Survivors still speak with awe 
of the boldness with which he 
strode through tumbling wreck- 
age, sidestepping gusts of flame, 
directing a hastily mobilized 
fleet of 40 ambulances in evacu- 
ating the injured. 

‘Get the injured to the hospital 
first,” he ordered. ‘‘Leave the 
dead where they are. We'll take 
care of them later.” 

Those who knew Dr. Gerber as 
a soft-spoken connoisseur of good 
food and classical music were 
astonished to see him establish- 
ing patrols of police and soldiers 
to prevent looting, deploying 
county road building crews, im- 
periously stabbing a stubby 
finger at tottering walls and 
skeletonized structures threaten-

No one questioned the coron- 
er’s authority. He had helped 
draft the city’s disaster plan, 
and was now carrying it out. 

When the flames subsided, 
130 bodies were recovered from 
the mangled square mile of 
debris, Within a week, Dr. 
Gerber and his staff accom- 
plished the difficult feat of 
identifying all but 39 of the 
victims. 

This identification record re- 
sulted in Dr, Gerber being called 
to Toronto on Sept. 17, 1949, 
when the Great Lakes cruise 
ship Noronic burned at the dock, 
becoming a death trap for 119 
passengers and crew members. 
Thanks to the coroner’s knowl- 
edge, all but three of the bodies 
were definitely identified. 

Murder cases have frequently 
made Dr. Gerber a storm center 
of controversy. His most widely 
publicized investigation was the 
bludgeon killing of Mrs. Marilyn 
Sheppard, attractive wife of an 
osteopath, in her lakefront home 
in suburban Bay Village. 

Arriving at the scene on the 
murder morning, the coroner 
found the Bay Village mayor and 
police chief, both personal 
friends of Dr. Samuel H. Shep- 
pard, trying to accept the lat- 
ter’s story that his wife was

That’s because of his 
reputation and his’ wide ac- 
quaintance as a past president 
and two-decade executive secre- 
tary of the National Association 
of Coroners. 

The callers spell out the 
known facts about a mysterious 
death, and ask: ‘‘Sam, does this 
sound like murder or suicide?’ 

Dr. Gerber’s replies are confi- 
dential, but his answers have 
had important impact on hun-

The German Talked 
Of Waiting Death 


NEW YORK, July 13 (AP). 
DEATH LAY WAITING around the corner on the road to 
Palermo. . . 
It was just 18 years ago this week that the Americans and 
British landed in Sicily. It was a brief, bitter, dusty campaign 
that in 39 days broke the 
Axis airpower in the east- 
ern Mediterranean and 
gave the Allies a stepping 
stone to Italy. 

The Battle of Sicily has 
long been swallowed up 
in the larger events of the 
second World War. The 
public may remember it 
for only two foul-ups—an 
angry Gen. Patton slap- 
ping a private to startle 
him out of shellshock, the 
shooting down by the 
United States Navy of 
more than a score of our 
own paratroop-laden air- 
craft. 

Each man who fought 
there, of course, has 
his Own memories: 
The smell of the un- 

HAL BOYLE buried dead in the 
bombed ruins. . . . The shimmering heat. . . . The 
sweet taste of watermelons plucked warm from the 
vines. . . . Weeping Sicilian women as the long lines 
of Italian soldiers walked or rode cheerfully in to sur- 
render, glad to be out of the war they didn’t want to 
be in. .. . The pinched-faced children’s hands held out 
for bread. 


But I remember Sicily most for a rare combat vignette 
you see seldom on sprawling battlefields, where individual 
actions usually are lost sight of. 

It happened in a winding mountain gorge on the road to 
Palermo, the Sicilian capital. 

A German engineer, his hands upraised, his myopic eyes 
wide in fear, stumbled from the underbrush to give himself 
up toa United States armored column. 


“There is an 88mm. gun emplaced around the 
next bend in the road,” he warned. 

What should the American commander, Brig. Gen. 
Maurice Rose, do? Believe his captive or not? 

Rose, one of the ablest and handsomest tank 
leaders in the Army, was under strong pressure from 
Gen. Patton to get into Palermo at the earliest pos- 
sible hour. 


But he unhesitatingly halted his column. He dismounted 
two squads of armored infantrymen and ordered them to 
flank the gun and bring its defenders under rifle fire. One 
squad moved forward up the hill to the right, the other dis- 
appeared in the deep gully to the left. 

We felt a hidden menace in the silent picturesque setting 
-—no birds sang in the tall pine trees—as Gen. Rose moved a 
halftrack carrying a 75-mm. cannon to the fore. 

The column trundled to the edge of the bend in 
the road and paused. Did death really lurk around the 
corner, or had the German engineer lied. 

The two gunners in the halftrack who would test 
his truth chatted lackadaisically. If death came to 
any in the column it would come first to them. But it 
was all in the day’s work; they were inured to danger. 
The tension mounted at the head of the column, but sol- 

diers farther back catnapped, as veteran troops always do 
during combat breaks. 

The general strode back and forth impatiently as the 
moments passed. What was holding up his flanking riflemen? 
Finally, he decided he could wait no longer. 

“Get it!’’ he crisply told the two cannoneers. 


The halftrack immediately lurched around the cor- 
ner. Just then rifles cracked simultaneously from 
each side. Our infantry was firing on the waiting Ger- 
man gun’s defenders. 

Caught by a double surprise —the rifle fire, the 
sight of the wheeling American halftrack—they paused 
for a bare fraction of a second. 


Then the first American shell crashed through the shield 
of the 88mm. Nazi gun. The second shell hit its nearby 
ammunition dump, and world seemed to explode in reverber- 
ating echoes. 

It was all over in less than five seconds. 
raced back to their carriers and leaped in. 

Most of the gun’s defenders were dead. One thickly built 
blond German gunner, his clothes in flames, lay shuddering 
and twitching in the grass.

“Take care of him,” Gen. Rose ordered a medic. 
Then he leaped into his jeep. 

The column moved on to Palermo... and vic- 
tory. But because a general believed a prisoner . . . 
and paused . . . he saved some of his own men to 
share that victory.

Muscles, Character, Intellectual Curiosity 


Country Day School Aims at Developing the Whole Man—Endowment Fund of

A LIVELY HERD of small boys leaped like antelopes over a 


round emblem set in the floor of May Hal] at St 


Louis Country 


Day School as they erupted from the building. 


‘Don’t step on the seal,” 
never step on the seal.”’ 

The red and silver seal of the 
private boys’ school at 425 North 
Warson road, Ladue, bears the 
Latin motto ‘“Scire, Credare, 
Posse,” roughly ‘Knowledge, 
Belief, Ability.’’ Some 1600 Coun- 
try Day alumni in St. Louis and 
the nation hold this same respect 
for the seal and its motto. 


The school’s traditionally rig- 
orous standards require a first- 
class faculty. Country Day now 
seeks a $1,500,000 endowment 
fund by 1967 because the school 
wishes to increase faculty sal- 
aries without raising its approxi- 
mately $1000 annual tuition. The 
fund will also provide more 
scholarships. 

Demands on the Country Day 
faculty are especially high now- 
adays. The post-war explosion in 
education has caused great re- 
vision in the school’s curriculum. 
Since 1952, Country Day has of- 
fered college level work to an 
increasing number of students. 


‘ Nowadays, high school has been 


extended down into eighth grade 
and five major courses instead 
of the usual four are expected 
of every academically able boy. 

Through the acceleration pro- 
gram, a 17-year-old Country Day 
junior, William O. Oakey, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. William A. 
Oakey of 10 Princeton place, 
University City, was accepted 
this spring simultaneously by 
Brown University, the University 
of Chicago and Yale: As a Yale 
freshman this fall he will have 
skipped one entire year of col- 
lege prepatatory work. Never- 
theless he’s had time to write 
prize-winning poetry, play var- 
sity football and contribute to 
the News, the Country Day stu- 
dent weekly. 

“At Country Day you learn 
curiosity,” he said in explane- 
tion of his feat. ‘“Those courses 
make you want to find out 
more.”’ 

Acceleration begins early 
there. For his eighth grade an- 
cient history course, 13-year-old 
Oakey read Edith Hamilton’s 
“The Greek Way” and had his 
first crack at Socrates. Similar 
preparation enabled this year’s 
seniors to write English themes 
with titles like “The Concept of 
the Epiphany in the Aesthetic 
Philosophy of James Joyce,” 
and “‘The Denial of a Willful God 
in the Work of Alfred Camus.” 

In 1917 when the old Smith 
Academy closed its doors at 
5351 Enright avenue, Country 
Day opened that same autumn 
as the Smith successor with 48 
boys and five teachers in the 
old Walsh estate on Brown 
road in Berkeley. The 1961 
school numbers 430 boys and 
40 faculty members. 

‘In those days,”’ recalls Roy 
Battenberg, still head of the 
school’s German department, 
“there was a large Kirkwood 
and Webster contingent, but most 
of the boys lived in a direct line 
from Vandeventer place to De 
Mun avenue in Clayton. 
commuted to the _ school 
trolley.”’ 

The Codasco year book for 
1919 stated that the Country Day 
“Special” left Maryland avenue 
and Kingshighway at 8:10 each 
weekday morning. ‘“‘We have a 
fine time till the teachers get 
on at DeBaliviere, and then we 
must study or keep still. ... 
Once in a while a boy tries to 
shove another fellow out the 
window . and the window 
goes too... .”’ ‘““The Bolsheviki 
element’’ sometimes hauled the 
trolley off the tracks or put on 
the air brakes and ‘“‘any con- 
ductor or motorman who kept 
his temper during the trip was 
considered a superman.” 

Battenberg, however, remem- 
bers his lively days of trolley 
chaperonage with sharp regret. 
“That’s where we really got to 
know our pupils. Now the boys 
are scattered all over the coun- 
try.”’ In the more leisurely '20s 
and °'30s, relationships between 
masters and boys were close 
and friendly. Henry Adams 
wrote: “A teacher affects eter- 
nity.” In strong agreement with

Vincent Price, 
1929, actor and art collector, 
was “‘an average student be- 
cause he was too much in- 
terested in other things to pay 
attention. In German class he 
would .draw caricatures and 
plan Troubadour dramatic club 
programs.’ Price, however, 
credits Battenberg with giving 
him a German accent so au- 
thentic that the producer of 
“Victoria Regina’ thought he 
was German. He thus obtained 
his first starring part, that of 
Prince Albert opposite Helen 
Hayes.

Hughes, former athletic direc- 
tor and now business manager 
and football coach, feels that for 
37 years his athletic program 
has not only helped to build 
physical endurance but has also 
taught boys to control their emo- 
tions under stress. He still re- 
members the awful anguish of 
Ethan A. H. Shepley Jr., 1941, 
a vice president of Boatman’s 
National Bank and this year’s 
general chairman of the United 
Fund. At an all-important mo- 
ment in the Country Day-Kirk- 
wood game, quarterback Shep- 
ley had lateraled the ball right 
into the hands of a rival tackle 
who ran with it for a touch- 
down. 

Oakey commented on the ath- 
letic program: “If it weren't for 
sports, Country Day might get 
to be just a brain factory. I 
made most of my friendships on 
the football field because that’s 
where we learned to respect each 
other.” 

Hughes remembers missing a 
party because he had to care for 
Howard V. Stephens, completely 
exhausted after the traditional 
Country Day-John Burroughs 
football game. Country Day's 
new field house is a memorial 
to Stephens, killed in World War 
II.

A Teen-Ager’s Eyes 


DEAR DOCTOR: I am heartbroken and can do nothing 
about it. I am a teen-ager with a few more years of school 
| left and a lot of studying to do. 

I nave myopia and it seems to get worse every time I 
| pease si have my eyes examined. 
I curse the day I put 
glasses on. My girl friend 
who needed glasses and 
would not wear them now 
has the same vision she 
had when she was told she 
needed them. Why do doc- 
tors give glasses when 
they know this will hap- 
pen? 

Isn’t there some drug 
like cortisone or drops 
that would help by relax- 
ing the eye? I was also 
told that contact lenses 

might stop the progression. Do you think so? S. 

Young lady, I’m sorry you are so upset. Don’t be. 
Glasses don’t cause any change in your fundamental 
vision. 

There are all sorts of eye variations, from one 
person to another. In some people myopia (just plain 
old near-sightedness) develops rapidly, in others 
slowly. That’s why some children need glasses in 
grade school and some white-haired old people don’t 
require them at all. 

There are no drugs, no drops, no diets that will affect 
the rate at which the eyes are going to change. Cortisone 
will have no effect (although in some very rare diseases 
affecting the interior part of the eye, cortisone has been 
effective). 

In certain cases exercises will help if there is a muscle 
imbalance. The small, but important, muscles by which the 
eyes focus sometimes do not pull with equal strength in their 
assigned directions. But this does not mean that all, or even 
most, cases of near-sightedness are caused by this or can be 

) helped by this. The only advice I can offer is to go to a 

| reliable eye specialist and abide by what he tells you. Flitting 

from, one doctor to another, or from one idea to another, 
wastes time and money. 

There is no essential difference between contact 
lenses or any other kind. Whether the lenses are close 
to the eyeball, as in contacts, or are half an inch 
away, as in ordinary glasses, the purpose is the same: 
The glasses accept the light rays, modify the angle 
at which the rays are bent, and compensate for what- 
ever flaws may be present in the lenses of the eye. 

Don’t expect contact lenses, or any other kind of 
glasses, to change your eyes. They won’t. All glasses 
can do is bend the light rays so they strike the eye 

i | at a different angle. That’s why you should not feel 
if that the use of glasses hurts you, and that not using 
them helped your girl friend. There was simply a 
difference in the rate at which your eyes changed.
